Government 
praise for royal 
borough anti 
poverty scheme

ROYAL borough initiatives set up to 
tackle poverty have won praise from 
the government. 

Schemes which support families and 
help them get back into work were 
explained to Eric Pickles, the minister 
for communities and local government, 
when he came to the borough last 
Monday. 

He learned about the royal borough’s 
Families 1st scheme which gives local 
families the support they need to turn 
their lives around. 

He also spoke to two local mums 
whose families have been supported by 
specially -trained keyworkers. 

The scheme which has already turned 
around the lives of 163 families in the 
borough, helps adults into work or 
training and has helped to cut antisocial 
behaviour and absentee pupils, while 
improving family relationships and 
preventing families from being evicted.

However, I 
also recommend the following 
tips for cutting energy bills this 
coming winter.

Invest in some very thick 
curtains on all windows and 
draw them as soon as it starts to 
get dark, this prevents heat loss 


through the windows. A curtain 
behind your front and back door 
is also a good idea. A surprising 
amount of heat is lost through 
windows, even double glazed 
ones. 

Keep all internal doors closed, 
again to keep the heat 
in.

A MUSICAL bonanza is planned 
to help Greenwich Starting Blocks 
support the next generation of 
athletes aspiring to follow in the 
footsteps of the likes of Gemma 
Gibbons. 

The judo competitor won a silver 
medal at last year’s Olympics in London, 
having been given funds along the way 
to help her train and travel to compete. 

On Wednesday November 6, the 
charity will hold its annual dinner to 
raise funds to support more athletes. 

Weightlifter Zoe Smith, who 
competed in London, and Andy Barrow, 
who competed 

in wheelchair 

basketball at the 
Paralympics, have 
also had support 
from the Starting 
Blocks Trust, set up 
in 2006. 

Since then, it has 
supported more 
than 200 athletes by 
awarding bursaries. 

Other up and 
coming athletes 
backed by the charity 
include sprinter 
David Bolarinwa, 
who took on Usain 
Bolt in a Diamond 
League meeting 
recently, and New 
Eltham fencer 

Jonathan ‘JJ’ Webb. 

Starting Blocks 
is now focusing its 
work on continuing 
to develop the next 
generation in the run- 


up to the next Olympic and Paralympic 
Games in Rio, Brazil, in 2016. 

This year’s annual dinner will be held 
at the British Music Experience at The 
02. It includes a visit to the British 
Music Experience, allowing people to 
relive British popular music history. 

The museum contains 3,000 images, 
600 video clips, 3,000 artist videos and 600 
items of artist and music memorabilia, 
featuring many types of act, old and 
modern, from the Beatles to Coldplay. 

After that, there will be a three-course 
meal, sponsored by Levys, interviews 
with athletes and entertainment. 

Royal borough council leader Chris 
Roberts, who is chair of the Starting 
Blocks Trust, said: “We are all delighted 
that we were able to help athletes such 
as Andy Barrow and 
Gemma Gibbons 
as they progressed 
through sport. 

“It gave us great 
pleasure to watch 
them compete in 
the Olympics and 
Paralympics last 
year. Now, we are 
determined to give 
many others the 
chance to train so 
they can compete in 
the Olympics and 
Paralympics in 2016 
and beyond.”

Jobs counter 
benefit cap 

MORE candidates are being interviewed 
for employment in the latest stage of 
a major job creation scheme for people 
hardest hit by benefit cuts. 

So far 69 people have got work 
while 29 young people have started 
apprenticeships. 

In total more than 250 temporary jobs 
are being created by the royal borough 
under the Greenwich Local Labour 
Programme. 

They’re in the borough’s teams covering 
parks and open spaces, street cleansing, 
recycling, enforcement and in town-centre 
management. 

Under government reforms, benefits 
per household are being capped to £500 a 
week for couples or those with dependent 
children, or £350 for single adults. 

The benefit cap began to be applied in 
mid- August and is being phased in by the 
end of September. 

About 300-400 families in the borough 
will be being affected. 

More than 50 per cent of claimants face 
cuts of £50 a week and about 25 per cent 
£100 or more. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, the council leader, 
said: “Our focus is to help people find 
suitable employment. 

“We believe these job opportunities will 
offer vital paid work experience for people 
affected by the welfare reforms, with 
the aim of helping them to learn skills 
which will assist them in securing more 
permanent employment in the future.”

from Charlton told the minister how 
she had been helped with sorting 
out her rent arrears and coping with 
family illnesses and depression. She 
said: “My council helper didn’t judge 
us like other people do. She gave us 
a chance, and got to know us. She 
encouraged me to go out and helped 
me with things like explaining a letter 
I didn’t understand.” 

Maria’s son Brandon secured a job 
under the council’s Greenwich Local 
Labour Programme (GLLP), designed 
to get long-term unemployed people 
into work. He said: “I’m a street 
cleaner in Woolwich town centre, and 
I’ve been doing it for two months. It’s 
my first proper job and I’m very happy 
to have money in my pocket every 
week. It means I can pay bills and buy 
things, and it keeps me sorted. It’s a 
brilliant scheme.” 

Tina Pearce from Plumstead left 
school without any qualifications, and 
is now hoping to get a regular job. She 
was also full of praise for her Families 
1st keyworker and said: “She made me 
feel at ease when she visited me at 
home. I had lots of stresses, but she 
made me come out of myself and 
gave me a lot more confidence. 

She is always there for me, and 
without her help I would have 
been evicted.” 

The both spoke to the 
government minister and 
Louise Casey, who runs 
the government’s Troubled 
Families initiative. 

Council leader Chris 
Roberts told them: “Families 
1st is a central part of our 
anti-poverty strategy which

promotes economic growth and 
regeneration and increasing access to 
local jobs. 

“The key to helping families in crisis 
comes from within the home itself. 



Families 1st works by providing the 
catalyst for families to recognise their 
problems and to recognise that if they 
actively engage with the scheme they 
will get all the help they need to make 
a better future for themselves and their 
children.” 

He also explained more about the 
borough’s £6m GLLP scheme saying: 
“It’s important that we get people into 
work, and the scheme helps get them 
ready for work. It’s our own local 
project, and offers six-month, 
full and part-time jobs. This 
is reinforced with skills and 
training to secure long-term 
job opportunities with local 
businesses.”

Youngster hopes 
sports days will lead 
to Paralympics

A 12-YEAR-OLD girl who attended 
a Time to Shine event for disability 
sport hopes the experience will lead 
to competing at the Paralympics one 
day. 

Emily Campbell, from Kidbrooke, 
enthusiastically tried “all the sports” on 
offer at the Copper Box, at the Olympic 
park event earlier this month. She was 
among 20 royal borough children who 
participated in Time to Shine London 
2013. 

It was put on as part of the celebrations 
for National Paralympic Day, devised by 
the British Paralympic Association, to 
mark a year since London 2012 Games 
ended. 

Hundreds of youngsters took part in the 
Time to Shine sessions which included 
boccia, sitting volleyball, judo, new age 
kurling, tennis, basketball, indoor rowing 
and street dance. 

“I love doing sports,” said Emily, who 
participates in several sports on a weekly 
basis, including horseriding, an event she 
watched at the Paralympics last year. 


The 12-year-old said: “I did them all, 
including judo. It was mostly training. One 
day I hope to go to the Paralympics.” 

Emily, who has cerebral palsy, has been 
to several Time to Shine events. Her mum 
Kay said she “takes on everything”. 

“She does powerchair football at the 
Waterfront and it’s great because it gives 
the children self-esteem and confidence.” 


The Time to Shine event was free for the 
children thanks to Motivate East - which 
provides inclusive sporting opportunities 
for people in the Olympic host boroughs 
- and their partners, including the royal 
borough and Greenwich Leisure Limited, 
whose staff took the children there.

Achievement 

Corelli College, The First London Co-operative 
Academy, is the place to be for aspiring 11-19 year 
olds to learn, progress, be happy and succeed. 

This summer saw students achieving some 
outstanding results. Progress at KS3, end of 
Year 9, was above the Royal Greenwich average; 
progress at GCSE was above national, as was that 
of Sixth Form students. It is a place that makes a 
difference. 

A level students increased their A*-A grades by 
over 10% and have gone on to universities around 
the country. Billy Beswick is an example of the 
heights students can achieve. Billy, who recently 
achieved A*, A*, A at A- Level, is going to Oxford to 
read a degree in Chinese Studies.

Rebecca Grenville, another student who had 
attended Corelli College for 7 years, got into 
the prestigious Royal Veterinary College. Other 
destinations include Bristol, Kings’ College and 
Sussex to study subjects as wide apart as medicine, 
computer sciences, motor car engineering and 



social work. Further students have moved into 
employment or apprenticeships. 


The college provides the inspiration, support and 
challenge for students to unearth talents that will 
aid their success and enrich their life at college 
and beyond. 


Values 


Corelli College is based on a set of values that 
underpin co-operatives worldwide. These include 
self-help, self-responsibility, equality, equity, 
solidarity and democracy. The values are woven 
into the daily life and structures of the college, 
as well as in classrooms, corridors, assemblies 
and the contribution their young people make to 
each other, the college and the wider community. 
Students are in communities that are made up 
of small tutor groups. Youngsters in mixed age 
groups work collaboratively to support each other’s 
success along with their tutor. Each community 
represents a value and students are expected to 
reflect these in their behaviour and attitudes to 
each other. 

There is a strong focus on student leadership. 


Students themselves created a structure for 
this. They apply in writing to take on roles, 
are interviewed and appointed. The posts they 
undertake are as varied as Philosophy Leaders, 



Digital Leaders, Farm Academy Leaders, Arts & 
Events, Council, Duty Leaders, Literacy and Maths 
Leaders. Altogether around 170 students each 
year take on these roles both in college and out at 
primary schools. 

The large Sixth Form has a thriving Student Union 
that organises conferences, social events and the 
prestigious end of year ball. Events range from 
theatre and cinema visits to ‘Come Dine With Me’ 
experiences. They participate in the life of the 
whole college, undertaking jobs to support younger 
students. 

All of these create a college in which students feel 
safe, happy and strive to succeed. 


Partnerships 


The college has been very fortunate that a number 
of organisations want to work in partnership with 
them. Both the London Leadership Centre of 
the Institute of Education and Sussex University 
are partners in the academy. They work with the 
college and it’s students to support their success. 
Greenwich Theatre is a partner supporting 
the arts and is represented on the Governing 


Body and The Ideas Foundation, a renowned 
innovative organisation, asked to be a partner and 
support the creativity that they foster. The work 
undertaken introducing industry standard IT 
courses has resulted in accreditation as a CISCO 
Academy while the Soil Association has recognised 
the college as a Farm Academy. 


Their values have led them to be recognised by 
Stonewall as a Champion School, having created 
an atmosphere in which it is safe to be yourself and 
not have to hide. This has also been recognised 
by gaining Investors in People status. As a co- 
operative, they are part of a network of over 600 
schools nationally that share the same ambition 
and work together to make it a reality.

Moving to Secondary 


Curriculum 

Children arrive with different 
aptitudes and interests. The 
college’s job is to maximise their 
potential academically and they will 
gain experiences that lead to richer 
personalities as a result of having 
been a part of this community. 

The inclusive college works to 
ensure that the choices offered to 
all students meet their individual 
needs. It is structured so that 
students take GCSE examinations 
at the point they are ready not just 
because of their age. 

All Year 9 students study an 
examination course in one of the 
arts - drama, music, art or dance. 
Some study a second GCSE subject. 


In Year 10 students take 4 GCSEs 
leaving another 5 for Year 11. The 
timetable moves all students up 
a year in June so that there is no 
summer term dead time after 
exams. 

In Y7 students have two sessions 
per week of Academy Curriculum 
Entitlement with one session 
focussing on Maths or Literacy and 
the other on enrichment. In Y8 they 
continue with the enhanced study of 
Maths and Literacy. There is a wide 
range of enrichment activities for all 
students to choose from on each day 
of the week. 


Corelli College know that the move 
to secondary school can be difficult 
for parents and students. They 
have a very carefully structured 
programme to ensure that students 
feel secure quickly and so are able 
to engage in learning from the 
beginning. During the summer 
term they visit every primary school 
to talk with teachers and students 
who are transferring to them. They 
interview parents so that they have 
good information about every child. 
They run a youth club each week 
at which children get to know staff 
and students from the college so 
that they are more secure. In the 
summer holiday there is a 2 week 
summer school to get them ready to 


start at Corelli College. 

Communication is of key 
importance. They believe that 
parents have an important role to 
play in their child’s success. Parents 
are kept informed through mailings 
and Corelli News along with the 
website. The Closer Network group 
is set up to support parents with the 
key aspects of secondary education. 
The Parents’ Co-operative allows 
parents and carers to vote for 
governors and to have a say in the 
development of the college. 


Creativity and the Arts 

Corelli College prides itself on the rich experience 
of the arts that all their students gain. They all go 
on trips to the theatre, art galleries and experience 
a wealth of creativity. The work in the college is 
supported by a range of arts organisations. 

The College’s strong heritage in arts & drama 
offer a rich artistic base ensuring youngsters 
can learn the value of co-operative learning and 
essential life skills. The award winning College 
Theatre Company, Kidbrooke Theatre Company 
@ Corelli College, is nationally recognised for the 
professional level of performances achieved by 
students from across the College community. The 
company has toured within the UK including the 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival, Riverside Studios and 


a tour of the Co-operative schools of England and 
Ireland. 

The belief that the arts enhance everyone’s life 
underpins the focus that continues to exist. 
Students are involved in plays, dance shows, 
art exhibitions, writing and performing plays 
and videos. They learn a range of skills that are 
invaluable to their future lives.

COACHLOADS of students from 
the borough’s schools arrived 
at Ravensbourne college on the 
Greenwich Peninsula, on Thursday 
to find out about the choices open 
to them after they sit GCSEs next 
summer.

Bradley Humphrey is doing a 
photography course at Crown Woods 
College. He said: “I’m here to find out more 
about the options available including 
possibly going to Ravensbourne. 

“It’s a good event, and I’m glad I came.” 

The borough’s secondary schools also 
showed what they could offer. 

A group of 17-year-olds from Thomas 
Tallis staffed their school’s stall in a bid 
to attract new recruits, showing them 
the ‘Alchemy’ newspaper the students 
produce themselves. 

Sophie Hughes said: “We are asking 
them what courses they want to do, and 
then tell them what Tallis has to offer. 

“I volunteered to come here with the 
others, and we think it’s good.”

Fellow student Tomina Owolede said: 
“We are trying to promote our school and 
tell people why they should come to our 
sixth form. 

“This event is a good way to do it. This 
is the first time I’ve done something like 
this, and I would do it again.” 

The event was organised jointly by the 


royal borough, local schools, and the 
exhibitors. It was designed to promote 
positive options for young people at a time 
when changes in the law mean they have 
to remain in education or training until 
the age of 18 if they don’t have regular jobs. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children and young 
people, said: “There are more options 
available to young people in the borough 
than ever before. 

“Events like this help them think about 
what they could do so that they can make 
the best choices for their remaining years 
of education and training.”

# THE historic Woolwich Arsenal Clock 
Tower in Duke of Wellngton Avenue has 
been expertly restored after being almost 
totally destroyed. It is open both weekend 
days from 1 -5pm on a first come basis, 
with regular talks from the engineers and 
architects. 

• GREENWICH Yacht Club in Peartree Way 
offers unique views of the river. The 02 
and the Thames Barrier from the pier of 
its contemporary timber and aluminium 
building. It is open on both Saturday and 
Sunday between 1 pm to 4pm. There are 
regular architect-led tours on a first-come 
basis. Club members will be available to talk 
to. 


• THE Tudor Barn in Well Hall Pleasaunce, 
Well Hall Road, Eltham, is a 16th Century 
restored barn set in grounds with a medieval 
moat. It is the only surviving building from 
'Well Hall', home to Margaret Roper, daughter 
of Sir Thomas More, Lord High Chancellor 

of England under Henry VIII. It is now a 
function venue with a restaurant and cafe set 
in beautiful gardens, and the former home 
of children's author E Nesbit. It is open both 
weekend days from 1 0am to 6pm, with tours 
at 1 1 .30am and 2.30pm on a first come basis. 

• THE Fan Museum on Crooms Hill, 
Greenwich, is a carefully-restored Grade 

1 1 listed early Georgian town house, with 
elegant facades, a panelled rooms and a front 
courtyard with wrought iron railings and 
gates. It houses the only museum devoted 
to the art and craft of fans. It is open on 
Saturday from 1 1 am to 5pm. 

• A TOUR of the Woolwich Squares will be 
on Sunday from 3-5pm, led by the landscape 



architect. People should meet at 3pm at the 
water feature in General Gordon Square. 

• NUMBER 21 Westgrove Lane, Greenwich, 
is a substantially-remodelled 1 960s house 
in West Greenwich Conservation Area. The 
ground floor is open both weekend days 
from 1 -5pm, with last entry at 4.30pm. 

• OTHER buildings due to open over the 
weekend include several different sites at 
the Old Royal Naval College and the Queen's 
House in Greenwich, St Mary Magdalene 
School in Woolwich, the Thames Barrier, 
Trinity Hospital, Charlton House, Devonport 
Mausoleum, Eltham Lodge, the Dreadnought 
Library, the Greenwich Heritage Centre, the 
Old Royal Military Academy, Ravensbourne 
college on the Greenwich Peninsula, 
Severndroog Castle on Shooters Hill, and St 
Alfege Church.

THERE’S a rare chance to 
explore the 116-year-old 
Blackwall Tunnel during 
the weekend of September 
27 and 28. 

Transport for London 
is opening the usually- 
closed doors of some of its 
buildings as part of its Open 
Doors initiative, including 
the tunnel that links 
the borough with Tower 
Hamlets north of the river. 

Visitors will get the 
opportunity to find out how 
the Blackwall Tunnel is run 
and the daily challenges it 
faces. They will also gain 
access to the tunnel via the 
shaft used by engineers. 

Originally built for horse- 
drawn carts and carriages, 
the northbound tunnel now 
serves as one of the key east 


London river crossings, and 
is used by up to 50,000 cars 
and lorries each day. The 
southbound tunnel opened 
in 1967 and also carries 
50,000 vehicles per day. 

Mike Brown, managing 
director of London 
Underground and London 
Rail, said: “There is much 
work going on behind the 
scenes in London and while 
many people will commute 
through Victoria Station or 
drive through the Blackwall 
Tunnel regularly, they will 
not have seen some of the 
huge engineering feats that 
happen day in, day out, 
to keep them operating 
throughout the year.”

Tough times 
for Toady 


KEITH JACK: BBC's Any Dream Will Do star as Alistair 

A DYSFUNCTIONAL marriage, a suicidal child 
and parental remorse at the graveside. Light 
years away from Ratty, Toad and Moley yet 
Kenneth Graeme was the nexus for both. 

Sell A Door Theatre Company puts the life of 
this man in a framework of music and dance. 
He is stripped to the bone and his soul is laid 
bare but notwithstanding, it's compelling to 
watch. 

Memorable scenes from his personal life 
are carefully interwoven with song; a violent 
father, his life as a bank clerk, a life-changing 
attempt on his life. But the heart of this story is 
Grahame's (Adam Venus) unsatiated ambition, 
which he ruthlessly assigns to his son (Keith 
Jack - runner up in the BBC's Any Dream Will 
Do), Alistair. His verbal assaults - "you'll be a 
great academic" are too painful and constant 
to a child who is awkward and half-blind. 

While Alistair adores him, he wilts under 
pressure - "the expectations may surpass my 
ability" - and not even his girlfriend (Kirsty 
Marie Ayers) can save him. His mother (Sarah 
Borges) intervenes, but she too is lost, and the 
inevitable conclusion looms large. 

Philip Rowntree's direction - based on David 
Hutchinson's book - ensures the pace never 
drops while Mandy Ellen's choreography 
is simple but neat. The staging is stark but 
effective and thoughtful, the scenes seamlessly 
flowing in sequence. 

The music and lyrics of David Andrew 
Wilson, David Hutchinson and Kate Mclvor are 
immensely appealing if, at times, too high and 
too loud. But "In 18 Years Time" is especially 
appealing and Love is Just a Memory of Mine 
touchingly executed by Borges. While Jack 
is well known, it was Venus who impressed 
with a vigorous performance throughout. His 
transitional character forms the spine of the 
show, egotistical author most impressive. 

So The Wind in the Willows has another 
dimension, not apparent and surprisingly 
dark. "In my dark mind" was perhaps the 
ultimate irony - Grahame's own nightmares 
about weasels and stoats. And no mention of 
Elspeth, his long-suffering wife but simply an 
obsession with Toad. Thought provoking and 
well executed. 7/10

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons.

Coach honoured

THRILLED Mick Murphy has been 
given a volunteers’ award by organ- 
isers of the Balfour Beatty London 
Youth Games. 

The judo coach, who runs the borough’s 
judo team for the youth games, was pre- 
sented with the award by former Olympic 
400 metre sprinter Donna Fraser at the 
games’ annual ceremony. 

He was one of three people shortlisted 
by games organisers in the category for 
volunteers aged over 25. The night was at- 
tended by about 250 people, from coaches 
and stars to competitors and volunteers. 

Murphy’s association with the games 
stretches back to the first one in 1977. 

Then, he was involved with the judo 
team from Southwark, before he moved 
to Greenwich a few years later. 

A founder member of the Metro Judo 
Club, he has coached hundreds of young 
people, including Gemma Gibbons. 

Having been given support under the 
Greenwich Starting Blocks scheme, Gib- 
bons went on to win a judo silver medal in 
last year’s London Olympics and was also 
this year’s patron of the London Youth 
Games.

Murphy said of his award: “It was nice to 
win it. It was good for the club and for the 
sport and for Greenwich. 

“Judo has been the major sport for the 
Greenwich team at the youth games 
for 20 years. It was a nice reward. The 


organisers made a special mention of how 
judo has really progressed.” 

His club now trains at Thomas 
Tallis School, whose sports facility 
improvements were funded by the royal 
borough as part of its Olympic legacy 
of increased sports participation and 
improved health. 

Training there has seen club numbers 
rise and youngsters from outside the 
borough join in, resulting in Murphy and 
his colleagues organising the Lewisham 
borough team for the youth games, too. 

He explained: “It’s not just children 
from Greenwich who want to enter the 
games and we felt we couldn’t say ‘you 
can’t enter’ so we took it on for them and 
got a team manager and did their entry. 

“For the children, it’s such a wonderful 
competition,” said Murphy. “They might 
have competed in school teams, but then 
they get selected for the borough and find 
themselves at this huge event. 

“All the stars at the awards night said 
the first time they did it they didn’t 
realise how big the event was. It makes 
them more determined to do well. 

“It’s a massive sporting event and as it 
is a multi-sport event it is similar to the 
Olympics,” added Murphy.

fantastic year, won the U17 100m in 11.39 
seconds before leaping 6.81 metres to win the 
long jump, in which he, like Sabrina, is also an 
English Schools Champion. 

Mick Bond, one of the coaches at the club, 
said about 120 people competed at the 
event, one which is demonstrating that the 
Olympics last year has had a positive impact 
on participation in the sport. 

"Overall, the club has seen a 25 per cent 
increase in membership since the Olympics," 
he said. "It's a combination of people wanting 
to join and things we've done with schools. 
The Olympics generated a lot of interest." 

He added that membership has risen from 
320 to exceed 400 people and the club has 
worked hard to recruit the extra coaches and 
helpers needed to accommodate them. 

"The more coaches you can find, the more 
people will stick at it, because athletics is a 
tough sport," he said. "We've done a lot to 
work with parents and ex-athletes who are 
the best people because of their knowledge 
of the sport. Since the 1 990s the explosion of 
veterans' athletics has meant lots of people 
are staying in the sport, which is great. 

"We've got about 20 people who commit 
themselves two or three times a week. In 
terms of volunteer hours, that is equal to 
two or three full time employees. Without 
them, people would be roaming the streets or 
sitting at home."
